izations for the supply of comforts of 
every kind to: the troops both in India 
and Mesopotamian, 1 sailed from Bom- 
bay to’ Basrah in the.’ hospital. “ship 
Madras.  T snage myself familiar with 
all the arrangements made for the recep- 
tion of the sick and wounded and for 
their care in transit 
up st Basrah, and went all round the 
' wards when full on the eve of its depar- 
ture for Karachi and Bombay. Nothing 
was left undone. that could add to the 
comfort and well-being’ of the patients 
when on bourd. I spent. 10 days in 
Basrab. I went cverywhore and, saw 
everything that there wag. to sce in the 
way .of camps, hospitals, convalescent 
homes, and public works of every kind. 
1 received all possible assistance from: the 
Inapector-General of | Communications 
and all the military authorities, I om 
glad to fay that. whithersocver I turned 
my steps I'was met by a hearty expres- 
sion of gratitude for the sérvices which 
the Red Cross and the Order of St. John 
of Jerusalem have rendored in various 
directions. The early appearance on tho 
‘gsene of our Red Cross river launches waa 
hai a perfect Godsend, It is no 
etaggoration to say that, without them, 
the administrative branch of the Medical 
Service would have been paralysed. 'In 
the evacuation of the wounded th 
has been invaluable. . Irom the firing 
line to the base nt Basrah there is not a 
rhoapinel unit, afloat or ashore, to which 
fe 


Cross comforts have not been issued. 


with ‘a generous hand. In the dark days 
of deficiency in 1915 and 1916 the suffer- 
ings of the sick ond wounded were miti- 
ated to: an incalculable degree by: the 
levoted labours of our representatives of 
the Red Cross and Order of St. John in 
this country. 


THE DARK DAYB-AND NOW, 


There is no need for me to recite, to.

esopotamia campaign—the first chapter

From Basroh l'pursucd my | way to 
Shaikh Saad). 1 was lucky in finding 
myself in one of the ‘‘ P.” boats of newest 
design, admirably adapted for the pur- 

ose for which it is wanted, viz, of a 
erry boat, nat a hospital ship. These 
boats aro wanted for the rapid evacuation 
of a. great-number-of- wounded when heavy 
fighting ix going'on. What. is wanted, 
‘therefore, is as much clear deck space as 
possible and no “ frills”' ‘These new 
“P" boats ure admirably designed for the 
work. They are adequately staffed and 
equipped with every conceivalie comfort, 
‘Doctors’ and nursing sisters, medial 
orderlicy and ward boys in, sufficient num, 
bers to cope. with any emergency, Shaikh 
Saad ‘has been the ‘jumping off place ”’ 
stores, and ‘ammunition 
brought up, pnd for the transfer from 
rail and light vessels to the larger ships of 
sick and wounded going down to the base 
hospitals. Shaikh Saad has at tho mo- 
ment of writing two largo hospitals for 
British and Indians respectively and a 
casualty, clearing station, At the time 
of my visit a goodly number of. wounded 
wero coming in both by rail and river. 
Tho srrangments mado for their transfer 
"were as good as. they could possibly be. 
Elaborate A or tpn exist for feeding 
the wounded all along the’ Jine and on 
arrival at rail head, and though for the 
most part the sojourn at this point of 
the aiek and wounded is of quite bricf 
duration tho hospitals ‘and casualty clear- 
ing stations are replete with cvery com- 
fort, I saw several hundreds of Turkish 
prisoners and conversed with a few of the 
officers who spoke Frenth Filthil 
dirty, all of them! but seemingly well 
contented with their present lot. 


THE NEW SYSTEM AT WORK, 


From Shaikh Saad I moved up river to 
Sandy Ridge. I got there on the sto a- 
ing of the Sanna-i-Yat position. I wit» 
nessed the’ bombardment of the Turkish 
position, and I was then ablo to visit the 
collecting stations in the trenches, the ad- 
vanced dressing stations on the river side 
on the left, and somo two miles inland 
on tho right, and again further back the 
‘field ambulances on the left bank of the 
river. I was thus able to see, the wound- 
ed being brought in within, often, o few
